6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $600.00  to  be  used  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Twin 
Mt.  Lake  and  Recreation  Area. 

i7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to 
be  used  by  the  Twin  Mt.  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  advertising  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

S.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  the 
year  1965  the  air  navigation  facility  known  as  Twin  Mountain  Air- 
port owned  by  Joseph  O'Brien  provided  such  facility  is  available  for 
public  use  without  charge  and  the  owner  holds  a  certificate  from  the 
New  Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission  that  is  necessary  for  an 
effective  airways  system.  The  property  to  be  exempt  shall  include 
the  surfaces  maintained  and  available  for  take-off,  landing,  taxiing, 
open  air  parking  of  an  aircraft  and  any  navigation  or  communica- 
tions facility  and  any  passenger  terminal  building  available  for 
public  use  without  charge  pursuant  to  RSA  72:38  as  inserted  by  1963, 
79:2.

N.  H.  State  Department  of  Health 
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Aeronautical  Fund  Report 

As  you  will  recall,  the  Town  voted  at  their  March  1964  Town 
Meeting  to  establish  an  Aeronautical  Fund  and  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  |3,666.00  for  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport. 
The  Town  also  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  abolish  the  Aero- 
nautical Fund,  and  to  withhold  payment  of  the  $3,666.00  if  the  local 
share  of  $65,000.00  is  not  raised  and  appropriated  by  other  cooperat- 
ing Towns. 

Although  the  local  share  was  raised  locally,  the  Federal  Agency 
announced  in  December  that  an  additional  sum  of  $100,000.00  had  to 
be  raised  for  relocating  the  Railroad  Tracks.  The  Town  of  Whitefield 
held  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  December  to  vote  on  raising  and  ap- 
propriating the  local  share  amounting  to  $25,000.00.  This  was  voted 
down  by  the  people.  We  understand  that  a  bill  has  been  introduced 
in  the  Legislature  for  the  State  to  raise  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  to  meet 
the  Town  of  Whitefield's  requirements  for  State  and  Federal  Aid. 

The  Selectmen  voted  to  withhold  payment  of  |3,666.00  until  such 
time  as  a  decision  is  made  relative  to  the  raising  of  the  additional 
required  local  share.
